AN EXHIBITION OF 

PAINTINGS AND SCULPTURE 

BY ST. LOUIS ARTISTS 

DURING July there was on view 
in two of the larger galleries of 
the museum an exhibition of paintings 
and sculpture by St. Louis artists. 
Fifty-seven paintings were shown, as 
well as twelve pieces of sculpture. 

The collection attracted the interest 
of many visitors, and showed very 
creditable work by a talented group 
of men and women. 

The exhibition had a vigor and 
freshness the reason for which is not 
hard to discover. It came from the 
sincerity of a variety of studies and 
methods. One saw canvases reminis- 
cent in technique of the French school, 
others were an outgrowth of German 
or of Dutch promptings; but this is 
not what gave flavor to the group. 
The life of the successful examples 
was in nearly all cases due to their 
painters or sculptors finding them- 
selves in picturesque surroundings at 
or near St. Louis. 

The life of the Barbizon School of 
painters came from within; they did 
not go to India or to Gloucester for 
inspiration, but found it in their own 
country. In the same way, it was not 
until the American School of land- 
scape painters had found their major 
inspiration not at Barbizon or Paris, 
but in their own soil, that they ad- 
vanced to the front rank of their 
time. The exhibition of the St. Louis 
artists showed varied examples of this 
capacity to be truthful. That is why 
one liked it. 

The influence on a community of 
a group of artists or of scientists mak- 
ing an original and constructive in- 
vestigation is incalculable. It is at 
the root of public welfare. It is to 



be hoped that the community which 
owes so much to these workers will 
second their very able effort.
